When  plants  are  received  by  mail  before  the  season  is  warm  enough  to  plant  in  the  open  ground, 
they  should  be  potted  in  small  pots,  or  planted  in  boxes  in  any  good  rich  soil  (taking  care  to  firm 
the  roots  moderately  tight,)  and  shade  for  a  few  days  if  exposed  to  the  sun,  water  sparingly  until 
they  begin  to  grow  freely,  keep  the  room  or  greenhouse  in  which  they  are  placed  as  near  as  possible 
between  fifty  and  sixty  degrees ;  if  to  be  kept  in  a  parlor  or  sitting-room,  place  as  near  the  light  as 
possible.  When  the  season  has  sufficiently  advanced,  so  that  all  danger  of  frost  is  over,  they  should 
be  at  ouce  planted  out  in  the  flower  beds,  and  shaded  for  a  day  or  two,  (if  the  sun  is  bright,)  and 
then  watered  freely  as  soon  as  they  start  to  grow.

PACKING  AND  SHIPPING 

Is  clone  in  the  best  manner,  without  charge,  on  all  hills  amounting  to  $10, 
and  upwards.  By  our  system  of  packing  we  send  plants  to  every  section  of 
the  country,  at  all  seasons.  In  winter  providing  against  frost  by  close  boxes  ; 
in  spring  and  summer  by  packing  the  plants  in  open  boxes  and  baskets ;  thus  avoid¬ 
ing  the  opposite  danger  of  injury  by  heating.  It  is  rarely  that  any  plant  fails  to 
arrive  in  good  order  ;  but  to  provide  against  the  possibility  of  loss  to  our 
customers  in  this  way,  we  are  always  liberal  in  count  of  the  articles  sent. 
Those  of  our  amateur  patrons  who  have  no  greenhouse,  and  prefer  to  purchase 
before  the  season  of  setting  the  plants  in  the  open  ground,  should  be  careful 
to  put  the  plants  when  they  receive  them  in  pots  only  one  size  larger  than 
what  they  have  been  in  ;  thus  those  which  have  been  growing  in  pots  two 
inches  in  diameter,  should  be  put  in  three  inch,  and  so  on.  The  plants  should 
be  kept  cool,  but  not  to  freeze,  and  exposed  to  the  light  as  much  as  possible.

To  Nurserymen  and  Florists. 


We  beg  to  say  to  our  friends  in  the  trade,  that  during  the  months  of  January,  Febru¬ 
ary,  March  and  April  we  generally  have  a  surplus  of  many  articles  that,  to  mahe  room,  we 
sell  at  prices  much  lower  than  quoted  in  this  catalogue.  For  example  :  Fuchsias,  Geraniums, 
Heliotropes,  &e.,  &c.,  that  in  these  months  we  would  gladly  sell  at  $8,  or  $10  per  100. 
The  same  plants  are  freely  sold  for  two  or  three  times  the  amount  in  May.  Such 
plants  are  all  grown  in  two  or  three  inch  pots.  In  packing  they  are  removed  from 
the  pots,  which  is  not  only  a  saving  of  half  the  cost  of  expressage  to  the  buyer,  but  plants 
thus  packed  always  carry  safer  than  when  packed  in  pots.  When  received  they  should  be 
potted  in  a  size  larger  than  what  they  have  been  grown  in,  the  centre  shoot  stopped,  if  it 
has  not  been  already  done.  The  plants  placed  either  in  a  hotbed  or  green  house,  should 
have  as  much  light  and  -ah  as  practicable,  and  watered  freely  as  soon  as  they  begin  to 
grow  strongly. 

Another  point,  too  often  neglected,  i  s  fumigating  by  tobacco  smoke,  to  destroy  the  aphis, 
or  green  fly.  This  should  be  done  never  less  than  once  a  week.  We  ourselves  do  so 
twice  each  week  throughout  the  entire  year  in  all  our  glass  structures,  so  that  rarely  an  in¬ 
sect  is  seen. 

These  remarks,  of  course,  we  know  to  be  unnecessary  with  men  who  have  had  expe¬ 
rience  in  green -house  management.-  But  the  great  mass  of  our  customers  have  not  had 
that  advantage,  and  it  is  to  them  these  hints  are  given.
